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STATISTICS  RELATING  TO  THE  GRAFEFR'JIT  INDUSTRY 


Suftimary 


World  production:     The  grapefruit  is  the  newest  member  of  the 
citrus  family  to  be  planted  on  a  large  scale  throughout  the  world  and, 
consequently,  practically  every  producing  country  has  a  large  acreage 
of  young  or  non-bearing  groves.    World  production  at  the  present  time 
is  about  25,000,000  boxes,  compared  with  an  average  production,  in  the 
5-year  period  1926-27  to  1930-31,  of  15,4G0,000  boxes.    At  the  present 
rate  of  increase,  world  production  should  be  around  35,000,000  boxes 
by  the  1938-39  season  and  may  possibly  reach  50,000,000  by  the  1943-44 
season.     The  United  States  is  the  outstanding  producsr.    In  the  5-year 
period,  1926-27  to  1930-31,  the  United  States  supplied  81.5$  of  the 
total  world  production  and  Puerto  Rico  7.1%,  the  balance  of  11.4%  was 
supplied  by  all  other  countries.     In  the  5-year  period,  1930-31  to 
1934-35,  the  United  States  supplied  83.2%  of  the  world  production  of 
25,500,000  boxes,  Puerto  Rico  5.7%  and  all  other  countries  13.1%.  Out- 
side of  the  United  States  and  Puerto  Rico,  the  chief  producing  countries 
are  Palestine,  South  Africa,  Brazil,  Cuba  and  Jamaica.    Production  in 
these  countries,  particularly  Palestine,  is  increasing  rapidly.  Ad- 
ditional information  on  world  grapefruit  production  is  given  on  page  5. 

World  trade:    Although  the  United  States  continues  to  be  the  out- 
standing grapefruit  producing  country  exports  have  not  kept  pace  with 
"production.     In  the  5-year  period,  1926-27  to  1930-31,  the  United  States 
and  Puerto  Rico,  together  supplied  about  76.6%  of  the  world  exports  of 
around  2,050,000  boxes  whereas  in  the  5-year  period,  1930-31  to  1934-35, 
exports  from  the  United  States  and  Pu3rto  Rico  constituted  only  58.3% 
of  the  world  exports  of  about  2,900,000  boxes.     This  decline  in  the 
share  of  the  fresh  grapefruit  trade  held  by  the  United  States  and  Puerto 
Rico  at  the  earlier  date  is  explained  by  the  rapid  increase  in  exports 
•from  such  countries  as  Palestine,  South  Africa  and  Brazil.    It  is  diffi- 
cult to  forecast  with  any  degree  of  certainty  the' upward  trend  in  world 
grapefruit  exports,  since  exports  will  depend  on  consumer  reaction.  The 
increase  between  1929-30  and  1934-35  season  was  about  5%  a  year.  If 
this  rate  of  increase  continues  for  another  decade  exports  will  reach 
around  6,000,000  boxes  a  year.    This  estimate  takes  into  consideration 
the  fact  that  the  rate  of  increase  in  exports  has  accelerated  in  the 
last  three  years.    World  exports  of  grapefruit  are  shown  in  the  table  on 
page  2. 

United  States  production:    Up  until  the  last  ten  yoars  or  so  the 
world  production  of  grapefruit  was  more  or  loss  synonymous  with  the 
American  production  since  grapefruit  were  not  grown  commerically  on  a 
large  scale  outside  of  the  United  States.     The  only  historical  informa- 
tion on  grapefruit  production  for  the  period  prior  to  1920  is  the  United 
States  production.    Production  of  grapefruit  by  states  is  shown  in  the 
table  on  page  3.    Florida  continues  to  be  the  dominant  source  of  supply 
in  the  United  States  but  production  is  increasing  rapidly  in  Texas, 
California  and  Arizona  and  •  the  combined  production  of  these  states  may 
soon  exceed  that  of  Florida. 


Prices  of  Florida  grapefruit;     Grapefruit  prices  in  the  United 
States  have  ruled  at  rather  low  levels  since  the  1929-30  season.  Pre- 
liminary reports  on  the  1934-35  season  indicate  that  Florida  growers  re- 
ceived an  average  farm  price  for  the  season  of  $0.91  compared  with  $1.17 
in  1933-34  and  an  all  time  low  of  $0.81  in  1932-33.    At  the  start  of  the 
grapefruit  season  in  September,  grapefruit  prices  are  generally  at  their 
highest  point.    Month  by  month  prices  decline  and  reach  a  low  point 
usually  between  January  and  March.    Prices  of  Florida  grapefruit  generally 
increase  from  then  on  until  the  end  of  the  season  in  June,  however,  in 
some  seasons,  such  as  1934—35,  prices  for  Florida  grapefruit  recover 
only  slightly  or  not  at  all.    Competition  from  California  and  Puerto 
Rican  grapefruit  and  the  condition  and  quality  of  the  Florida  grapefruit 
late  in  the  season  ere,  probably  the  chief  factors  which  determine  the 
price  for  Florida  grapefruit  at  the  end  of  the  season.     Ihe  farm  and  mar- 
ket for  boxes  of  Florida  grapefruit  is  shown  in  the  table  on  page  4. 

Carlot  shipments  in  the  United  States:     The  railroad  and  boat 
shipments  of  grapefruit  by  states  of  origin  in  terms  of  carlots,  from 
the  1921  season  to  date,  are  shown  in  the  table  on  page  9.    As  would  be 
expected  Florida  supplies  the  bulk  of  the  car  loadings.    A  sharp  increase 
is  shown  in  the  shipments  from  Texas  with  sna  ller  increase  in  California 
and  Arizona.     Total  shipments  in  the  1934-35  season  from  all  states 
amounted  to  24,293  cars  which  is  the  largest  amount  since  1931-32.  Car- 
lot  shipments  in  recent  years  are-  not  entirely  comparable  with  the  figures 
given  prior  to  about  1.931-32  since  they  do  not  include  all  of  the  move- 
ment by  truck  which  has  been  increasing  rapidly  in  the  last  few  years. 
Seasonal  movement  of  grapefruit  in  the  United  States  is  brought  out  in 
the  table  on  page  9  which  shows  car-load  and  boat  shipments  in  terms  of 
cars  by  months.     The  season  starts  in  September  and  ends  in  August  for 
all  states  except  California  where  the  season  starts  in  November  and  runs 
through  October.     The  total  movement  of  grapefruit  is  heavy  from  October 
to  May.    Peak  months  are  usually  January  and  March.    Shipments  from  June 
through  August  are  made  up  mostly  of  California  and  Arizona  grapefruit. 
Unloads  of  grapefruit  in  the  most  important  markets  of  the  United  States 
are  shown  in  the  tables  on  pages  10  to  13.    In  the  1934-35  season 
Now  York  City  took  6,838  cars,  Chicago  2,035  cars,  Philadelphia  1,531 
cars  and  Boston  1,131  cars.    All  other  cities  took  less  than  1,000  cars. 
Of  the  remaining  citi.es  the  most  important  were  Detroit,  Cleveland, 
St.  Louis,  Cincinnati,  Pittsburgh,  Baltimore,  Kansas  City,  Minneapolis, 
Buffalo,  Seattle  and  Milwaukee.     The  balance  of  the  66  cities  listed 
took  less  than  300  cars.    The  car-load  and  boat-unloads  of  grapefruit  by 
months  and  points  of  origin  at  New  York  City  and  Chicago  are  shown  in 
the  tables  on  pages  14  and  15.    it  will  be  noted  in  the  case  of  New  York 
City  that  a  considerable  quantity  of  the  grapefruit  reaching  that  market 
comes  from  Puerto  Ric^  and  Cuba. 

United  States  exports:    Exports  of  grapefruit  from  the  United  States 
amounted  to  1,021,582  boxes  in  the  1934-35  season  (September  to  August) 
or  somewhat  more  than  in  cither  of  the  previous  two  seasons.    Record  ship- 
ments were  made  in  the  1930-31  season  when  1,360,650  boxes  were  exported. 
Of  the  1,021,582  boxes  exported  in  1934-55,  461,342  went  to  the  United 
Kingdom,  463,241  to  Canada,  60,487  to  Continental  European  countries  and 
36,512  boxes  to  all  other  countries.    Although  grapefruit  are  exported 
from  the  United  States  to  a  long  list  of  countries,  the  United  Kingdom  and 
Canada  are  by  far  the  most  important  markets.    Exports  to  countries  on  the 
continent  of  Europe  are  still  small  but  have  shown  a  rather  rapid  rate  of 
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increase  in  the  last  decade.     The  most  important  of  these  countries  arc 
France  and  the  Netherlands.    Fresh  grapefruit  are  exported  from  the 
United  States  the  year  around.     The  seasonal  movement  in  case  of  exports 
is  not  as  pronounced  as  the  seasonal  movement  of  car-load  shipments. 
This  situation  is  explained  by  the  relatively  heavy  exports  of  grapefruit 
grown  in  California  during  the  summer  months.     The  months  of  heaviest 
exports  are  usually . March  to  May.    Exports  of  fresh  grapefruit  from  the 
United  States  are  shown  on  the  pages  16  and  17.    Exports  by  Customs 
Districtswhich  are  given  in  the  table  on  page  18  disclose  that  Los  .Angeles 
was  the  most  important  port  of  export  and  has  held  this  position  since 
1932-33.    Prior  to  this  time  New  York  City  was  the  chief  port  of  export. 
Considerable  quantities  of  grapefrait  are  exported  by  water  from  Florida. 
Shipments  to  Canada  largely  go  by  rail  through  Michigan  and  North  Dakota. 

United  States  imports:    Moderate  quantities  of  grapefruit  are  im- 
ported from  countries  in  the  West  Indies  particularly  Cuba.    During  the 
last  ten  years  the  amount  has  generally  been  slightly  over  100,000  boxes 
a  year.    In  the  1934-35  season,  (July  to  June)   total  imports  amounted 
to  107,567  of  which  all  but  17  boxes  were  from  Cuba.     The  only  other 
foreign  country  which  has  supplied  any  appreciable  amount  of  grapefruit 
to  the  American  market  is  Jamaica.    Imports  from  this  source  averaged 
a  little  over  1,000  boxes  a  year  during  the  5-year  period,  1926-27  to 
1930-31.    No  imports  have  been  received  from  Jamaica  in  the  last  three 
years.    Grapefrait  imports  mostly  land  in  New  York  City  with  smaller 
quantities  arriving  at  Key  West  and  New  Orleans.    Details  of  grapefruit 
imports  are  shown  in  the  table  on  page  19.     Of  more  importance  than  the 
imports  of  grapefruit  are  the  shipments  of  fresh  grapefrait  from  Puerto 
Rico  to  the  United  -States.     Shipments  of  fresh  grapefruit  from  this 
source  averaged  641,000  boxes  in  the  5-ycar  period,  1926-27  to  1930-31, 
but  since  that  time  have  boon  considerably  smaller,  totaling  only 
215,000  boxes  in  the  1934-35  season  (July  to  June).    The  Puerto  Rican 
production  has  been  adversely  affected  by  hurricane,  damage  and,  since 
the  depression,  by  low  prices. 

Canned  grapefruit;     Canned  grapefruit  has  rapidly  gained  a  place 
for  itself  in  the  export  field  and  is  almost  as  important  as  the  exports 
of  fresh  grapefruit.    Exports  of  canned  grapefruit  consist  almost  en- 
tirely of  hearts.    Grapefruit  were  canned  in  the  United  States  for  a 
number  of  years  before  exports  gained  any  prominence  and  it  has  only 
been  in  the  last  few  years  that  the  export  movement  has  been  significant. 
Canning  of  grapefruit  continues  to  largely  center  in  Florida.     The  pro- 
duction figures  disclose  that  the  equivalent  of  10,000  cases  of  24  No.  2 
cans  were  packed  in  the  1921-22  season.     The  output  climbed  very  rapidly 
reaching  700,000  cases  in  the  1926-27  season,  jumped  to  3,137,000  cases 
of  hearts  and  juice  in  19  30-31  but  dropped  to  1,155,000  in  the  next 
year  due  to  a  carry-over  from  the  heavy  1930-31  pack.     The  1934-35  pack 
was  an  all  time  record  of  5,325,000  cases  of  hearts  and  juico.  This 
total  was  divided  about  61.6%  to  hearts  and  38. 4>  to  juice.  Grapefruit 
are  canned  to  some  extent  in  other  states  but  production  figures  arc 
not  available.    Shipments  of  canned  grapefruit  hearts  and  juice  from 
Puerto  Rico  indicate  a  production  of  over  200,000  cases  a  year.  Ship- 
ments of  canned  grapefrait  from  Puerto  Rico  to  the  United  States 
amounted  to  224,000  cases  in  1934-35.    Production  of  cannod  grapefruit 
hearts  and  juice  in  Florida  and  Puerto  Rico  are  givon  in  tho  tables  on 
page  20  and  21.    Inform  tion  on  canned  grapefruit  exports  are  only 
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available  for  the  four  seasons.  1931-32  to  1934-35.     The  increase  in  ex- 
ports during  these, :. years  has- been  striking.    In  1931-32,  208,000  cases 
.moved  out  of  the  United  States  compared  with  562,000  in  1932-33, 
767,000  in  1933-34  and  833,000  in  1934-35.    Practically  all  of  the  ex- 
ports go  to  the  United  Kingdom.     Shipments  to  other  countries  show 
considerable  increase  but  the  amounts  are  small.    Outside  of  the  United 
Kingdom  the  chief  outlets  are  Canada,  Irish  Free  State,  British  India, 
the  Philippines  and  the  Netherlands.     Canned  grapefruit  are  exported  in 
all  months  of  the  year  but  are  decidedly  heavy  in  the  four  months 
December  to  March.    During  these  months,  exports  of  canned  grapefruit 
seem  to  compete  rather  strongly  with  the  exports  of  fresh  grapefruit  in 
the  export  markets.    Details  of  the  canned  grapefruit  exports  from  the 
United  States  are  given  in  the  table  on  page  22.    Exports  of  canned 
grapefruit  are  made  for  the  most  part  diroctly  from  ports  in  Florida. 
Exports  from  Customs  Districts  are  given  in  the  table  on  page  23, 

Imports  of  grapefruit  into  t ho  United  Kingdom  and  Canada :     Th e 
principal  grapefruit  markets  of  the  world  are  the  United  Kingdom  and 
Canada.     Details  of  the  imports  into  these  two  countries  by  months  are 
given  in  the  tables  on  page  24  and  25.    In  the  1934-35  season  (October 
to  September)  the  United  Kingdom  imported  1,815,000  boxes  of  fresh 
grapefruit  compared  with  847,000  boxes  in  the  1929-30  season,  the  first 
season  for  which  figures  are  available  by  countries.    There  has  been  a 
decline  in  the  imports  of  grapefruit  from  the  United  States  due  chiefly 
to  the  rapid  increase  in  imports  from  Palestine,  South  Africa  and  other 
British  countries.     Of  the  1,815,000  boxes  imported  in  1934-35,  850,000 
came  from  Palestine  and  the  British  Y/ost  Indies,  550,000  from  the  United 
States,  243,000  from  South  Africa  and  172,000  from  all  other  countries. 
Practically  all  of  the  grapefruit  imported  into  Canada  come  from  the 
United  States  Y;ith  a  small  quantity  arriving  from  Jamaica  and  other 
British  countries.-  Grapefruit  imported  into  Canada  in  the  1934-35  season. 
(September  to  August)  amounted  to  around  526,000  boxes,  the  largest 
quantity  on  record.    Imports  of  grapefruit  are  received  the  year  around 
in  the  United  Kingdom  and  Canada.     There  is  no,  marked  seasonality  in 
shipments  but  the  peak  month  is  usually  March  and  the  low  points 
September  and  October.
